I! The times are surely breeding trouble 


between this country and Spain. A rup- 

ture has long been imminent, and it has 

only been delayed by a course that many 
regard as cruelly unjust towards a people 
who have bravely, and to a certain ex- 
tent, successfully battled for their inde- 
pendence. 

But aside from the merits of the Cuban 
cause, other matters have arisen that may 
precipitate American intervention. It is 
not yet clearthat the reported Serrano- 
Bismarck bargain for the ceasion of Porto 
Rico is a fiction. The Madrid govern- 
ment is deeply indebted to Germany 
for a recognition by the European 
powers; and if in addition to 
that Germany furnishes the means 
for the suppression of the Carlist 
insurrection, how is the debt to be paid 
but by the cession of territory ? Seere- 
tary Fish may deny it, but there is indu- 
bitable evidence that such a cession has 
at least been contemplated. 

The province of Porto Rico has an area 
of 170 square miles, and containsa popu- 
lation of about 700,000. Its soil and cli- 
mate are by far the best of all the An- 
tilles, and it produces more sugar than 
any of the islands of the same archipelago 
except Cuba. Its mines are 
very rich, although their extent 
has hardly been investigated, and 
altogether the colony is a most desirable 
paize. But its wealth or its poverty has 
little todo with the traditional policy 
of this government in such cases, If we 
are not prepared to abandon the Monroe 
doctrine forever, then a cession of Porto 
Rico or of any_of Spain's possessions in 
this part of the world to an European 
power,must be firmly resisted and defeat- 
ed. The honor and safety of these United 
States is bound up in prohibiting any 
further extension of .European power 
over American soil. The powerful Ger- 
man government has no foothold here and 
should have none. 

The Virginius affair is a further source 
of trouble, for it is very far from a settle- 
ment. The latest reports say that, 
not only has Spain neglected 
to carry out the Fish-Polo protocol 
by investigating the conduct of her 
agents, but she has made a demand of 
indemnity for alleged wrongs on account 
of fillibustering expeditions fitted out in 
this country, and the landing of men and 
munitions of war on the Spanish-Ameri- 
can coast. No steps have been taken by 
the Madrid government towards a repa- 
ration for the wrongs suffered by Amer- 
can citizens, either in persona or in prop- 
erty. 

Every stage of our dealings with Spain 
attests the incapacity of secretary Fish 
and his agents to cope with the statesmen 
of Europe. And if we escape from the 
Spanish complications without a war, 
and without a loss of honor, it will be 
either through good luck or a miracle. 
Thus far the state department has shown 
neither nerve nor shrewdness in its man- 
agement of the Spanish questions.

only nineteen years old; .was clected to 
the legislature | 
and to congress at twenty-six. twen- 
ty-eight he was chosen circuit judge of 
his district, and while on the bench, in 
his thirtieth year, was made Governor 
of the state. From that time forward he 
became one of the foremost and ablest of 
southern politicians an1l took high rank 
asasenator in congress. His official 
career closed with the rebellion in 1865. 
For thirty-three years he was continual- 
ly in high official and political station. 

Like Carlyle and Ruskin, this veteran 
looks back upon the work of his life with 
regret, and delights his imagination with 
pictures of the happiness to be found in 
other callings than his own.

of the people, and I can truly say with 
the preacher, ‘‘it is all vanity and vexa- 
tion of spirit,” 

Looking back over a long, and I hope 
not unsuccessful life, I can say with a 
clear conscience, my greatest regfet is 
that lever made a political speech, or 
held an oflice, 

There is a fascination in office which 
beguiles men, but be assured, my young

One double cylinder printing press, 1 
proof Yes 2 imposing stones and stands, 
2 stand galleys, 10 double stands, 2 single 
stands, 1 cabinet and 20 cases, 68 cases 
of type, 2 pair cabinet cases, chases, gal- 
leys, rules, leads, composing sticks, 25 
kerosene lamps, 1 stove and pipe, 1 case 
rack, 14 cases assorted type, files of the 
Savannah Daily Advertiser, and all other 
property of the Savannah Daily Adver- 
tiser contained in the building Nos. 93 
and 95 Bay strect.

Death by the Pistol.

A desperate affray occurred yesterday a 
few miles from town, in Aikin’s district, 
between Alex. Futral and William Lindsay, 
in which the former lost his life. 

It ayes from what we can gleanf of the 
fact, that an old feud had for some time ex- 
isted between these young men—both farm- 
ers—which had been renewed during the 
past few days by Lindsay’s conduct to Fu- 
tral’s family during his (Futral’s) absence 
in the city attendingcourt. Futral claiming 
that Lindsay had abused and otherwise in- 
sulted his wife. 

On yesterday, just before the fatal meet- 
ing took place, it seems that Futral met 
young Lindsay atjhis (Lindsay’s) father’s, 
who lived a neighbor to both parties, and 
while here Lindsay asked him to take a 
walk with bim, which Futral consented to, 
taking the direction of the public road. 

A MISSING LINK.

Tuas Customnouse—Eaditors Constitution, 
—Allow us to add a few remarks to the 
common sense arguments expressed this 
morning in the letter published in your es- 
teemable paper. 

Who wants, who needs a custonfhouse 
in Atlanta? the city orthe United States 
government? Who beggedto have it® The 
answer to that question is in itself an argu- 
ment that answers every objection. We, 
the people of Atlanta, we wautil; we need 
it; we can not do without it. 

The question of our customhouse is a 
vital one for Atlanta, if Atlanta wishes to 
become a great center of commercial 
activity. No direct trade; no direct impor- 
tation are possible without such an institu- 
tion. Suppose our wholesale merchants 
wanted to import for the fall trade one mil- 
lion dollars worth of foreign goods, instead 
of buying them in New York. These goods, 
if we have a customhouse, gwill arrive at 
Atianta aud will be stored in the bonded 
warehouse. On an average, the duties 
upon such goods are nearly fifty per cent. 
of their value. So, if our merchants had to 
pay these duties at once upon the goods, a 
sum of $500,000 would be required to do it. 
In the most of cases this payment would be 
impossible, and our merchants would be 
obliged to abstain completely from inport- 
ing, because importation on a small scale 
does not pay. But we have a customhouse, 
and then the merchant wants only to pay duty 
upon the small quantity he takes out of the 
bonded warehouse at first; he can leave 
them the balance until he has disposed of 
their goods and after while, with the price 
of the sold ones, with the benefits made on 
the first sales, pay the duties on the others. 
Moreover, does he want money, hecan_ bor- 
row witho ut trouble, in any bank upon the 
collateral security of the goods still in the 
bonded warehouse. This is the way the 
New York merchants profit of the custom- 
house facilities. Give us the same, and we 
ecancompate with them; without it we are 
powerless and our direct trade will remain 
adream! Therefore let us have it, and the 
sooner the better, and to that end let us 
do all that is required of us to 
learn it, provided what we have to do 
will leave us a clear gain in the transaction. 
Now do we gain something in yielding to 
the demand of Mullett? Mr. Mullett wants 
the front of the Westmoreland lot to the al- 
ley of the Berron hotel. He would take the 
whole block if we could afford to give it; 
but he is satisfied with the front, that can be 
gotton for $63,000. When we begged for 
the custombouse, we offered the parade 
ground, which lot does not bring 2 cent to 
the city. In selling it we will have a sur- 
plus over the price asked for the Marietta 
street lot. Therefore, mark well, we will 
not increase our taxes one red copper. In 
exchange for that we will get: 

ist. The customhouse, that we need at 
once if we wish to continue our march up- 
ward as a commercial center. 

2nd. We will get at first $250,000 (and 
probably $250,000 more) that are not, that 
would not, without that, come to our city; 
sum that we will draw from Washington to 
be spent here in a or purchases from 
our avira sum that will remain in our 
city to increase our circulating capital. 

3rd. We will get labor, and therefore 
bread for our laboring classes, and trade for 
our merchants. 

4th. The city will get in ten years, upon 
these $250,000, when once passed in the 
hands of our citizens, $33,333 of direct taxes, 
which 1s more than the difference between 
the Walton and the Marietta streets lots, 
which is something while the parade ground 
produces nothing. 

That is all we will get, andwe know for 
what? 

Honestly speaking, these are all the bene- 
fits that can come out of the transaction, 
and they are all on our side ; so we do not 
see what remains for Mr. Mullett, except 
satisfaction of accomplished daoty. But 
even if that gentleman had any benefit that 
we cannot discover now, we can afford, 
having the share of the lion, to allow him 
to pick a few crumbs.
